RECALLS DAYS OF LAFITTE 


SOME OF FREEBOOTER'S WEALTH RECOVERED 


Sp'endid Gem Now Owned by Brownsville Texas, At- 


torney,Was Part of Accumulated Booty-Smugglers

"A smaller chart on tho same parch- 


ment gave a complete map o£ the 
rooms in the Casa Tarnava. In one of 
these rooms a spot was marked with 
a cross near the wall; a similar mark 
was placed in tho basement of the 
house, and also lu a placo in the outer 
walls at the Casa Mata. The Chicago 
man, whose name I do not give for pro-

SOME OF FREEBOOTER'S WEALTH RECOVERED 


Sp'endid Gem Now Owned by Browrnville, Texas, At- 


torney, Was Part ot Accumulated Booty—Smugglers' 


Houses at Matamoros, Mexico, Still Stand 


in Magnificent Ruin. 


Gentleman Instrumental In Discovering Hiding Place of Part of Treasure Be- 


licven That Mucn of It Remains Securely Concealed In the Old Rendez- 


vous of the Buccaneers Who Did So Much to Win the Great Victory 


Over the Br!tl«h at New Orleans—Mexican Government In the Way. 


gold hceln on their shoes. They enter- 
tained in princely style, giving recep- 
tions and banquets which for magnlfl- 
c«nCB were not excelled even in Eu- 
ropean courts. Kings and queens of 
England, Spain or France gave nothing 
more elegant in this line. Nothing ap- 
proaching them was ever given on this 
continent la those days, even if at the 
present time. 


Entertained Prominent Men. 


"All prominent people who came to 


Matamoros were received and enter- 
tained by them—Gen. Lawton, Gen. 
Corbin, the McCooks, even Gen. Sheri- 
dan—have been their guests at these 
receptions. Among their visitors oc- 
casionally was seen a man of mag- 
nificent bearing, great manly beauty 
and carriage. He wore Jewels of ex- 
traordinary splendor, and always car- 
ried a court sword with embroidered 
belt blazing with jewels. 1 was a boy 
then, and remember these things well, 
for they were to me like a dream of

Isaac Kline. On the menu was roast 
wild Konse. which had been shot as it 
flew over the house on. the day before;

The man had 
with him on these visits a Spanish 
lady of great beauty who was always 
at his side. None except the Tarnava 
family ever talked with her, but it was 
a current belief among us children 
that the man was Lafllte and the 
woman a lady whom he had capturct 
in some of his sea lights, killing her 
male relative, taken her to Barratarla 
and still held her as his wife. She was 
even supposed to bear a title. She at 
tempted to escape from him twlca, but 


which he had been subjected. 
As 


there was no war between France and 
England at the time of his release, he 
obtained a privateer's commission un- 
der 
the 
Carthaginian 
government 


against Spain. I have seen this com- 
mission, which Is still in existence, 
in Spanish, and held by relatives of 
his, near lirownsville. 
These rela- 


tives claim-that his only acts of piracy 
were against British vessels—and he 


•as beyond question a scoargo 
to 


hese. In 1807 ho. came to New Or- 
eans, and In 1813-14 was at the head 
f a formidable community of free- 
ooters In Darratarla bay, about 40 
lies wnst of the mouth of tho Mis- 
Isiilppl. 
They had many small ves- 


els and the bay afforded them a se- 
ure retreat. In 1814 Commodore Pat- 
erson attacked their town and 
de- 


troyed It, but Lalltte and most of his 
men escaped, returning later on and 
•esumlng operations. 


Refused British Bribe. 


"About the same tlmo tho British 


vere maturing their plans for the do- 
.cent upon the southern coast of the 
United States, anfl sent a brig of war, 
the Sojihla, under command of Capt. 


DCkyer, at Harratarja, with a letter 


from Commodore Percy, commanding 
tho British naval forces In the gulf, 
mid one from Col, Nichols, then 
In 


command of the land forces In Florida, 
jffcrlng Laflttc the command of a lino 
ship and $:!0,000 In gold on condition 
of his assisting the contemplated ex- 
pedition to New Orleans. The prom- 
ise 
of the 
Hrltish commander of 


"bounty and beauty" to his men In 
case of victory Is a matter of record. 


Lalltte Immediately wrote to Gov. 


Clalborne of Louisiana, Inclosing the 
two letters, which 1 have seen, and 
offering his services In defending Lou- 
isiana on the solo condition ot pardon it was never again occupied and so far 
for himself and -his men. Tho offer as I know has not boon entered for 50 


accepted, and the assistance ot years until about a year ago. The en 


wai. . There was no nllroWl to Mmt* ! 
moroa or that locality, and neither of 
.hem ever expected to s*t there. Since

Lafltte's Real Character, 


".loan Lalltte Is referred to In the 


histories as a pirate, and such he was 
—but from those who knew him, with 
whom I have talked. 1 gain the impres- 
sion that he was not fully entitled to 
that reputation, though ho was a fear- 
less fighter, with a band of freeboot- 
ors to whom his word was law, whose 
bravery made them a scourge ot tho 


was 
tho Uarratarlans under command of 
Lafltte, who had charge of ono ot tho 
eight small cannon which constituted 
Jackson's artillery force at this bat- 
tle, was an Important factor In scoring 
the great victory of New Orleans, Jan- 
uary 8. 1815. From this time the his- 
tory of Lafltto is Involved In obscur- 


Thero was a piratical com- 


munity formed at what Is now Galves- 
ton, by a Latltte, but whether by Jean 
or his brother Pierre, is now not clear. 
It was broken up in 1821 by lieuten- 
ant, afterward Commodore Kearney. 
Lafltto's portraits, of which tlioro are 
two at Matamoros, show him to have 
been a handsome man, over six feet 
tall, with black hair, hazel eyes; and 
his polished, easy manners and win- 
ning address are still remarked upon. 


Pirates Were Scattered. 


"After the destruction ot this ren- 


dezvous the pirates scattered. 
Many 


of them are heard ot afterward and 
are known- in history. 
They were 


skilled seamen 
and 
bold 
fighters. 


Many left the sea and located at Mat- 
amoros, just across the river 
from 


Brownsville. This was then a great 
field for all sorts of semi-piratical ex- 
ploits. Smuggling was prevalent and 
fortunes were made on all sides. Ves- 
sels would unload their cargoes by 
day or night, and the goods were often

treasure indicated to be buried there.

civil war when this was the .only port 
the south had open tor many" months 
The sunken place in the brick pave- 
ment of the basement at the .Casa 
Tarnava, I think, indicates a secte 
passage from the well in the court to 
the street; but it may just as wtl 
lead to a treasure chamber. 


"The cannon shot over the door in 


the second story? Oh, I don't know 
he history of that. It is my impres 
sion that It was shot in there during 
some of the many revolutionary fight, 
which took place in tlie streets of Mat 
amoros.

No. 1 is In finely-tucked white mus- 


_in, trimmad with rows o£ insertion 
and frills of embroidered muslin about 
one Inch wide. The sleeve should flt 
the arm quite tightly, and have elas- 
tic threaded in the top' hem to hold 
t in position. 


No. 2 would look well in thin silk, 


muslin, net, or crepe-de-Clilne; it is

Paper Overcoat for Hive, 


using building paper, asys a writer In 
Farming 


I cut a plcco of tlio tarred building 


paper so that it will be as wide as the 
hive Is deep—that will be nine and 
one-half Inches for Langstroth hives— 
and 
long enough to cover all four 


sides of tho hive and also liavo tho 
ends overlap several Inches. 


• 
Tho fhBt line day after the bees 


have benu put outside, I take an 
empty hive body and fasten to it the 
bottom board with double pointed crate 
staples. Then lay the hive body on 
Its side and fasten the paper at one 
corner -ftltli a thin strip of wood- 
mine was tawed out of dry goods box 
boards. 
When tho first corner Is 


fastened it is an easy matter to wrap 
the paper and tack on the rest of the 
strips. 


After the hive is fixed and set on 


tho place of one containing bees, 1 re- 
move the combs and bees from that 
•hive and put them In the hive that has 
been protected by building paper. 
I 


then shake fill of the bees out of the 
hive from which the combs have been 
removed and wap It with paper, and 
proceed thus until all of the colonies 
are protected. 


I have never known any kind of cov- 


er with which a hive, could be closed 
so tight that no "neat could escape 
from tho cluster, v»t some bee keep- 
ers use nothing under the cover to 
prevent the loss of b^aU I use an en- 
ameled sheet, with tho smooth side 
toward the bees, and on this pieces 
of old carpetb or sacking, or pieces of 
building paper, cut largo enough to 
cover the top nf the hive, but not over- 
lapping. 
With an enameled sheet, 


tarred paper would probably not be an 
objection to the bees, but RB it might, 
It is better to substitute the kind of 
building paper used for houses; place 
it on top of the hive—and, o! course, 
under the cover. 


Whenever a hive is opened In early 


spring, heat escapes rapidly, which is 
n great objection, because some of the 
brood may be chilled and the colony 
given 
a " great setback 
Whenever 


manipulations are necessity during 
the spring months a quilt should be 
used to cover the hive while it Is 
open. 
Make It of several thicknesses 


of heavy cloth, and have one side da»k 
colored and the other side light, and 
largo enough to hang dawn several 
inches on all four sides. 
The dark- 


colored side should be up during cold 
weather in spring; for If the sun is 
shining some of its heat will be better 
absorbed. 
The light-colored side of 


the quilt is for use during the warm 
season when It is necessary to manip- 
ulate frames while robbers are bad. 
When a hive is opened, the quilt 
should be thrown over the top. Roll it 
back, and when a fiame has been re- 
moved, cover up the top of the hive 
again.

against the poultry fancier, in that he 
has done all of his crossing and in- 
breeding of fathers, (laughters, uncles 
and aunts without any. regard to prac- 
tical utility, says Farming, whether 
the hens from which 
he has 
been 


breeding %\ere producing GO eggs a 
year or 200 made no difference. His 
whole aim has been to breed out of a 
foul flight feather or two or to create 
a better comb, an eye or a better tint 
at a sacrifice of everything else. The 
result is that when a farmer goes into 
the market to buy pure breeds, with 
his money in his pocket ready and 
willing to pay for tho best stock, ho 
not only often pays for qualities he 
does not need, but actually pays a 
premium for something that has been 
obtained at a sacrifice of the very 
qualities which he does need. There 
are a few men, however, raising pure 
bred stock that is "bred to lay," or to 
meet certain market demands, and 
those are the men that 'should be 
patronized. 
^ 
Hatch Early. 


In raising poultry for market, usu- 


ally the profit lies in hatching early, 


*-pushing the chickens forward as rap- 


idly as possible and marketing them 
early. 
Spring chickens 
at spring 


prices pay better than fowls sold later 
on, when, though the fowls weigh 
more, there is not only the lower 
price, but additional feed for perhaps 
two or three months must be taken 
Into 
consideration. 


Eggs that have been kept two or 


three weeks will produce weak chick- 
ens. If they live to get their growth, 
they will never be strong nor healthy. 
The germ of the egg becomes weak- 
ened with age. 
Only fresh, new eggs 


should be set. 


CARE OF THE FOWLS. 


Be sure that a box of clean, sharp 


grit is constantly within reach of the 
lowls. 


Cattle and sheep starve on boggy 


ireadows, but geese thrive and are 
profitable. 


No fowls are easier to raise than 


geese. 
Nothing better than the un- 


dralnable fields. There's money in 
'em. 


Buttermilk is a good chicken feed. 


It contains the necessary elements for 
flesh and egg material, and the chick- 
ens will eat it in preference to skim 
milk. 


The poultry business does not make 


hard work, but everything connected 
with It must be looked after in sea-

and 
everything 
kept 
clean. 


Neglect means loss. 


Feed laying hens too little rather 


than too much corn. 
It should be 


covered with a deep litter of straw 
for them to scratch out. The busy 
hen is th« hen that lays. 


Charcoal is one of. the best and 


cheapest of stomach purifiers. A sup- 
ply of it should always be where the 
fowls can get it, for it will greatly 
aid proper 
digestion. 


Mating Poultry. 


In the heavier varieties of fowls 


no more than eight females should 
be mated with one male; in the medi- 
um weight varieties 10 to 12 is about 
right; and in the lighter varieties, 
like the Leghorn, as many as 15 usu- 
ally prove satisfactory.

MAY AVERT RAIL STRIKE.
